The Twentieth Annual Convention of the Woman's Home 
and Foreign Missionary Society of the Synod of Nebraska met 
on Tuesday, October oth, 1900, at 8.30 P. M., in the Salem 
Lutheran Church, Ponca, Neb., Rev. W. A. Lipe, Pastor. 

The Convention was opened by the President, Mrs. H. J. 
Penfold. 

The choir rendered the anthem, ‘‘ Jesus Shall Reign.’’ 

The pastor read for a Scripture lesson Psalm ii. 

Prayer was offered by Rev. Dr. G, Scholl. 

After singing, ‘‘ Throw Out the Life-line,’’ Mrs. Selin Matti- 
son, of Ponca, presented the formal greetings, welcoming the 
delegates very cordially, speaking very beautifully of the work 
in which we are engaged. 

Mrs. S. S. Riegle, of Omaha, responded with fitting words. 

Miss Lena Bittenbender sang a solo, ‘‘ I Need Thee.’’ 

The President then gave her Annual Address. 
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President’s Address. 

My Dear Co-workers: 1am expected to give you an address on Mission 
Work, that will put before you all that is new that has arisen in the past year, 
and tell you something to stimulate you to greater zeal for the future. I feel 
strongly my inability to do what is required of me. I have asked God in 
prayer to put into my heart and mind what I should say to you. When one 
asks of another, ‘‘ Are you interested in missions?’’ usually the answer is 
Home, but not Foreign. Now, if we read the Bible aright, where can we draw 
the line? Where is Home and where is Foreign? True, we of this part of 
the world call the other part foreign, and they of the other part call us foreign. 
There was a time when that was true, but it seems to me that time is past ; 
the whoie world is so closely allied that what harms one part of it harms all, 
and what helps one part helps all others. What I wish to ask is, does not 
the whole world belong to God, and are not we all His children? Please tell 
me, then, how can a part be foreign? When we reach the better world shall 
we not all be as one family? And it matters not where my brother or sister is, 
are they not my brother or sister still? Am I not called upon to doall I can for 
them wherever they maybe? One should not be discouraged if they do not see 
results, for sometimes where we expect them they do not come, and where 
least expected come forth praising and acknowledging Christ; where we 
thought we had sowed much little was reaped, and where the soil appeared a 
desert waste much has blossomed forth. We must remember whoever sows 
and waters, it is God who gives the increase. 

There is a vast work tobe done. I would urge you to consecrate your ability, 
to be looking for opportunity, and, let me tell you, you will find them all along 
the way. Do whatever your hands finds to do, and do it now. The three 
objects we have to work for is, frs/, to finish the promise to Scranton Mission ; 
second, is the fund for the sending out new missionaries to India and Africa ; 
third, is the appeal to assist the Mission at Riverside, California, in erecting 
a church building. 

We all know how worthy is the second object—the sending of Missionaries 
to India and Africa. Let each one do all that she can, even to self-sacrifice. I 
believe we can each one of us do more for His cause in the future than ever 
before. My sisters, just ask God to help you to give of your time, money, 
and prayers. If you pray that God will give you more of the missionary 
spirit, He will do so, but you must earnestly and sincerely believe in what 
you pray for. There is no limit to the work—it demands time, patience, and 
strength, and the outcome must be glorious. In His name go forth. It may 
be little, it may be much that you shall do, but rest assured if in His name 
ye do it, it will be blessed.

The Reports of the Officers. 

The Report of -the Executive Committee was read by the 
Secretary. 

Report of Executive Committee. 

The Executive Committee held two meetings within the year—the first 
being held at the close of the Convention at Lincoln, October 12th, 1899 ; all 
of the members present. 

All the bills presented were ordered paid. 

The money received by collection at Convention was divided, $2.75 being 
given to Girls’ school in Africa and $5 to Synodical Fund. 

Miss Haase was appointed to write a report of Convention for church papers. 

The second meeting was held in Omaha, at home of President, August 
14th, 1900, four members being present. 

The different members gave reports of the work. The Treasurer reported 
$13.50 in Synodical Fee Fund. 

The subject of printing the 1897, 1898, and 1899 Minutes was thoughtfully 
discussed. The President reported that one publishing house would print 


_ 2§0 copies of proceedings of these three years for $65, or 500 copies for $70. 


Having but $13.50 on hand, the committee did not feel like taxing the 
Auxiliaries for the required amount; but wished to do the pleasure of the 
Auxiliaries. The Secretary was asked to write to each Society, asking fora 
special offering for this work. If the amount was thus pledged, the Minutes 
to be printed immediately ; if not, the matter would be left until Convention. 

This amount has not been pledged, hence the Minutes have not been printed 

Plans for the Twentieth Annual Convention were made and programme 
arranged. 

We deplored the fact that there were only eleven active Auxiliaries in our 
State, and talked of ways to interest others in this work. 

We hope for increase of interest in the Woman’s Missionary Work from 
the visit of our delegate to Synod. 


We missed the helpful presence and counsel of our Vice-President, Mrs. 
Crounse,*who removed from the State in June.

All the pastors were yery much interested in having the woman’s work 
presented to them, and they regretted that they had not had sufficient informa- 
tion concerning the work, owing to the fact that the Minutes of the Conventions. 
had not been printed the past three years, and, also, that the work had been 


neglected by them. 


Some of the pastors made faithful promises that they would organize and 
build up their Auxiliaries. It certainly seemed to awaken in them the 
responsibility to assist the women as much as possible. 

Therefore, a motion was unanimously carried to have ‘Ais year’s Minutes 
printed with the Minutes of Synod, free of charge ; these minutes to be ready 
not later than one week after the Convention closes, and send them direct to 
The Lutheran Publication Society, Philadelphia. At the same time notify

Your Committee on Literature would report that during the past year liter- 
ature has been sent regularly to the following Societies: Dakota City, Ponca, 
Yutan, Beatrice, Tekamah, Lincoln, Stella, Omaha. 

At the last meeting of the Executive Committee they decided to send to con- 
gregations where we have no Societies the tracts and literature in the hands of 
the committee. Accordingly I mailed to the several pastors such tracts, ac- 
companied with a letter of explanation, asking them to distribute the same 
among the women of their churches. 

We have had no response from them, and hence do not know how far the 
request has been complied with. 

Thank-offering envelopes for this year’s offering have been forwarded to all 
the Societies.

Our Young Women—How to Interest and Bring Them into Our Societies. 


Did it ever occur to you what a potent factor are young women in the life 
of any church ? 

For example, take the one in whose midst we are. Who else would play the 
organ, lead the singing, or fill the various offices in the Sunday school? 
Could there be a Christian Endeavor Society without them? Is there one 
anywhere? In short, who is more influential in any church or community 
than are its young women with their bright, winsome ways and gentle graces. 
Instinctively young and all do homage to their lovely charms and cheerfully 
respond to their requests. 

Their energetic, wide-awake way of doing things brings success in whatever 
they undertake. 

At no other time in life do they have such a combination of time, strength, 
and personal infiuence at their disposal for doing good in the world. 

While we may deplore the reckless wasting of these gifts by some, it is well 
to contemplate the large number of Christian young women of to-day scatter- 
ing sunshine in the home, animating the Church, and purifying and uplifting 
society. Oh, that the army of Christian young men were equally as large and 
as active! How great the change would be. : 

We find our young women interested in various Bands, Guilds, and Societies, 
in some of which missionary topics are discussed and work done. The Young 
Woman’s Christian Association has been especially successful in arousing the 
young women of our colleges to missionary activity. 

We have a number of missionaries and deaconesses, it is true, but the num- 
ber and the funds are comparatively small. 

We want our young women, with all their coveted powers, to be of active 
service in our Missionary Societies, and this afternoon we would counsel to- 
gether about the majter. We feel that we do not have the benefit of our share 
of their talents. We will soon look to them to carry on the work that has 
been started. 

How shall we interest them when there are so many attractive organizations 
claiming their time, contributions, energies ? 

Are we? If not, can we be equally attractive? We would present as our 
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strongest plea to them the great cause and its pressing needs. We must use 
it to arouse their ready sympathies. | 

A personal talk will reach one, a tract or other literature on the subject will 
interest another, an invitation to attend the monthly meeting may help another. 

An entertaining and instructive public meeting, in which they are asked to 
take some complimentary part, may do much to stamp out prejudice—strange 
that any should exist !—and arouse an interest not only among the young 
women, but in the congregation. 

If we win our young women and hold them, we must give them something 
to do and keep them active. 

With the educational training of to-day they are fitted to fill any office, to 
’ take any place on the programme, or to act on the various committees. Their 
fingers are deft in needlework, useful and ornamental. All these gifts are of 
valued service in our work, and we should plan to use them. 

In our eagerness to win the young sisters, however, we would not crowd out 
the older workers—we need a//—there is a place for each to fill. Your pres- 
ence in the meetings means much—more than you think. No difference how 
timid or how frail, your presence is helpful if you are interested in the work— 
no one else can fill your place. 

We do not venture to recommend a separate organization for the young 
women—we were to talk about how to bring them into eur Society—but the 
most effective missionary work we have seen done by young women was as a 
Young Ladies’ Mission Band. We would like to hear more about this fea- 
ture in the discussion that is to follow. 

That young women can work in our Woman's Society as it is, we all know 
from the valued service some of our young women are giving us. They are 
the life and force in some of our Societies. , 

Young women of Ponca, we beg of you to interest yourselves in your Woman's 
Home and Foreign Missionary Society, find out what you can do for it—enlist 


* _ as workers, and thereby bring a blessing on yourselves, the Society, and also ad- 


vance the cause of Christ. 


The general discussion which followed was quite interesting 
and profitable. 


The Secretary read a letter from Zhe Children’s Missionary, 
Miss Laura Wade Rice, and one from Rev. R. A. White, Sec- 
retary of Synod, stating the offer of Synod to print our Minutes 
with those of Synod. 


Motion passed to accept the kind offer of Synod to print our 
Minutes. Thanks were to be conveyed to them.
